EMPLOYEE NONCOMPETITION, NONDISCLOSURE 
AND DEVELOPMENTS AGREEMENT 



In consideration and as a condition of my employment and continued employment 
by Cedar Point Communications, Inc. (the "Company"), and all the benefits associated 
therewith, I hereby agree with the Company as follows: 

1 . Non-Competition . During the period of my employment with the Company

This Agreement shall be governed by and construed in 
accordance with the internal laws of the State of New Hampshire and shall in all 
respects be interpreted, enforced and governed under the internal and domestic laws of 
such state, without giving effect to the principles of conflicts of laws of such state. Any 
claims or legal actions by one party against the other arising out of the relationship 
between the parties contemplated herein (whether or not arising under this Agreement) 
shall be governed by the laws of the State of New Hampshire and shall be commenced 
and maintained in any state or federal court located in New Hampshire, and both parties 
hereby submit to the jurisdiction and venue of any such court.
